SNOW GE EBE OPP MAINE COAST. 


Fleck Takes Up 
Now Routes 
fra 
Northward Migration. 
(Portland, Me., Dispatch.) 
The first flock of snow geese ever 
reported on the coast of Maine was 
seen at Pine Point recently by R. W. 
Pittsburg. 
The snow geese, the scientific name 
of which ta (’hen nivoli* always makes 
its northward migration along the Mis­ 
sissippi valley and through the Mid­ 
dle West to the breeding grounds la 
the Far North. 
A. H. Nor to * cura­ 
tor of tho Portland Society of N at­ 
ural History, aayo that po ta r aa ho 
knows thoro la but ona reported in­ 
stance jot the snow gooes appearing ta 
this locality. 
This was when a sin­ 
gle bird or straggler was shot dbms 
year* aga. 
A flock had never been 
reported until recently. 
Tt was Just about noon tim e when

geese wheel in from the southward 
and light on the sand spit which runs 
out like a peninsula whav* the little 
Dunstan aiver empties tate the ocean.
